More than 180 officials from Mallorca, Spain will pay an historic, com­ 
memorative visit to La Purisima Mission Thursday morning including mayors 
of the cities and towns which contributed to the work of the missionaries 200 
years ago. 
Ceremonies will be held in the Mission church at 10:30 a.m. at which time the 
mayor of Inca, Antonio Flauxa, will present Lompoc Mayor Eugene C. Stevens 
with a gold emblem of the city of Inca. Mayor Flauxa will also present the Mis­ 
sion with a copy of an oil painting of Father Mariano Payeras who founded Mis­ 
sion La Purisima in 1813 and is buried there. The oil painting bears two es­ 
cutcheons, one of the California bear, and the other of the dog of Inca. Between 
these appears the legend citing the work of Father Payeras. Robert Van Horn, 
deputy chief director of the State Parks Department1, will accept the painting. 
Father Lawrence Rodriguez of La Purisima Catholic Church will greet the 
visitors and serve as master-of-ceremonies. 
Presentations will be made to Mayor Flauxa also by Councilwoman Charlot­ 
te Benton who will present a painting of the Mission; Councilwoman Elinor 
Lefkowitz who will present a scroll from the city of Lompoc and Councilman 
Joe Valencia who will present the silver centennial medallion of the city of 
Lompoc. 
Following the ceremonies the delegation will visit Rancho El Coralitos and 
be the guests of Mr. and Mrs. Clarence Minetti at a noon barbecue before they 
motor on to Carmel for the night.

A Grand Jury determination that the 
county’s elected officials are “receiving 
an adequate salary” currently and 
therefore shouldn’t get the three per cent 
pay raise granted to most other county 
employes this year, was received by the 
Board of Supervisors Monday and passed 
along to the 1977 board which will 
organize Jan. 3 with three new super­ 
visors on hand. 
The Grand Jury recommended the 
supervisors initiate a policy that elected 
officials, including county supervisors as

GOLETA (U PI) — Vandals used 
shotguns and rifles to riddle a rest room, 
wrecked picnic tables, shot limbs off liv­ 
ing trees and demolished signs and 
w o o d en b a r r i e r s a t a r e m o te 
campground last week, the U S. Forest 
service said today. 
“ It’s really difficult to describe what 
h a p p e n e d in th e T o ad S p rin g s 
Campground,” District Ranger Dave 
Hammon said. “ What’s even more dif­ 
ficult is to try and figure out why it was 
done.” 
The campground is at an elevation of 
about 5,000 feet near the Mt. Abel 
Highway in Los Padres National Forest 
20 miles west of Frazier Park. 
Hammond said the vandals used 
shotguns and rifles and “ literally blew 
the rest room apart. They also shot four 
and five inch limbs off of living trees and 
if that wasn’t enough, they used their 
vehicle to demolish signs and wooden 
barriers.” 


well as elected department heads, not 
receive salary adjustments between 
elections of their term s of office. 
County supervisors had called on the 
Grand Jury to make a special study of 
the salary problem involving themselves 
and elected officials. 
The recommendation was that county 
supervisors establish the salary of 
elected officials by the first of January 
prior to the year of that official’s elec­ 
tion. 
An ad hoc committee, permanent ad­ 
visory committee or public vote might 
be utilized to arrive at an equitable 
method of salary adjustment, it was felt.

“ so successful in picking an ad hoc com­ 
m ittee” several years ago "it came in 
with a $24,000 salary for supervisors.”

The Grand Jury recommended that all 
five members of the board receive the 
same salary, but exceptions could be 
made due to their alternating terms of 
office

UAW, Ford still hope 
for agreement today 


DETROIT (UPI) — Ford Motor Co. 
and United Auto Workers negotiators 
returned to the bargaining table hopeful 
that they could reach a final contract 
agreement today and end the 21 day 
strike by 170,000 workers. 
UAW Vice President Ken Bannon. who 
heads the union’s Ford department, said 
he was “ fairly confident” that a formal 
agreement could be reached by the end 
of the day. But he would not specify the 
chances. 
“We ll work at it,” he said as he 
arrived at the bargaining suite. “ I can’t 
give you a definite prediction We re not 
together on all the pieces for a contract, 
but we’re fairly close.” 
Settlement of the dispute that has shut 
down the No. 2 automaker for three 
weeks hinges on a noneconomic issue 
that sources said snagged an agreement 
Monday on a three-year contract. 
“ We had it this afternoon (Monday), 
but it got away,” a high union source 
said of conflicting reports that the strike 
was about to end. 
The two negotiating teams met for 15 
hours, the fourth straight day of inten-

President Leonard Woodcock and Ford 
labor Vice President Sidney McKenna— 
has met officially with newsmen since 
six hours before the walkout began at 
midnight, Sept. 14. 
But sources on both sides had 
provided the news media with informa­ 
tion they usually felt would help their 
respective positions. In the last few 
days, the reports became more op­ 
timistic, with several strong reports on 
Monday. 
At one point during the day, bargainers 
apparently thought they had finally 
wrapped up the agreement on a contract 
that will serve as the pattern for another 
530,000 nonstriking workers at General 
Motors, Chrysler and American Motors 
Local union officials at some of the 102 
Ford facilities in 22 states said they were 
notified by UAW leaders in Dearborn 
that an agreement was near. 
The union even began the first steps of 
the ratification process, notifying the 26- 
member International Executive Board 
to meet in Detroit Wednesday to give 
first approval of the pact and then pass it 
to the larger National Ford Council on 
Thursday. 
“ Hopefully, we will have a new agree­ 
ment to present to the delegate body for 
their action,” Woodcock and Bannon 
said in a telegram to local union leaders. 
“If not, a report will take place on 
negotiations " 


The optimism, which the potentially 
economy-crippling strike that already 
has cost workers $150 million in lost 
w ages, dam pened when a “ sn ag ” 
developed on a noneconomic m atter that 
sources said had not been discussed 
earlier in the talks that began in mid- 
July.

Ford accepts 
resignation of 
Secretary Butz 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A published 
joke on the sexual and bathroom 
preferences of black people undid Earl 
L 
Butz, and ended his c aree r as 
agriculture secretary in the cabinets of 
two presidents. 
Quitting Monday in an uproar of 
criticism — and some support — for his 
comments. Butz said he was taking the 
step to remove “even the appearance of 
racism as an issue in the Ford cam ­ 
paign “ 
Ford, who had strongly reprimanded 
Butz Friday for “ highly offensive" 
remarks, accepted the resignation and 
said the action was “one of the saddest 
decisions of my presidency.” 
Agriculture 
U ndersecretary John 
Knebel said he was asked to serve as 
acting head of the department. Tlie 
President said he would name a perma­ 
nent successor to Butz before the year 
was out 
Butz, 67, served five y ea rs as 
secretary, appointed by President Nixon 
in 1971 to succeed Clifford Hardin. 
Butz’ resignation ended a five-day 
ordeal for the former Purdue University 
professor, who learned the comments 
were to be attributed to him in “New 
Times” magazine They were originally 
published, without attribution, in a “ Roll­ 
ing Stone Magazine” story by Watergate 
figure John Dean. 
Dean said the remarks were made by 
an unidentified Cabinet member on an 
airplane flight from the GOP convention 
in August. 
Butz, Dean wrote, was asked why 
more blacks do not vote Republican 
Butz responded that all “coloreds” want 
are three things good sex, loosefitting 
shoes, and warm toilet facilities 
The reaction to the “joke” was bipar­ 
tisan and largely negative. 
Edward Brooke, R-Mass, the Senate's 
only black member, said Butz should go. 
And, when he did Monday, Brooke said it 
was “ for the good of the country, the 
President, and the Republican P arty.” 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said Butz 
called the White House during the 
weekend to gauge reaction to his state­ 
ment and then, late Sunday, requested a 
Monday morning appointment with 
Ford 
After the brief meeting, Butz told 
reporters 
“This is the price I pay for a gross in­ 
discretion in a private conversation The 
use of a bad racial commentary in no 
way reflects my real attitude. 
“ President Ford is a decent man with 
high moral values, who insists that every 
American be treated equally and with 
dignity. Every m em ber of his ad­ 
ministration must and does subscribe to 
the same values,” 
Some farm groups asked Ford to keep 
Butz, who was seen as a political asset 
with farm ers by some election officials. 
And as a footnote to the controversy, 
Butz told interviewer Barbara Walters 
of ABC Monday that he had told the same 
joke many times to farm groups.

Service security officer, and recent graduate of Lompoc High School, whose 
body was found yesterday on Sterns Wharf in Santa Barbara. 
Funeral services for Jeffrey Holmes Brandon, 20, of 415 W. Padre St., Santa 
Barbara, were pending today at Starbuck Mortuary. Brandon was a full-time 
student at Santa Barbara City College majoring in police science and until 
recently had lived with his parents. Mr and Mrs Darrell Brandon at 212 S. 
First Place in Lompoc. He graduated from Lompoc High School in 1974 
A maintenance man found Brandon's body at 5:45 a m Monday sprawled cm 
his back near the former Harbor Restaurant site He had been shot once in the 
chest, possibly with his own service revolver which was found nearby with a 
single shell expended. 
Police were investigating a number of ‘good leads today, according to in­ 
formation officers Officers said the death was being investigated as a murder 
Santa Barbara Police Capt Charles Thompson said the weapon had been 
flown to Sacramento for ballistics tests to determine if it was the one used in

Mao policy to remain 


United Press International 
President Ford and Jimmy Carter 
both are jumping the gun on nuclear 
power policy in advance of their Wednes­ 
day night debate on foreign policy and 
national security. 
Ford issued a statem ent last week out­ 
lining plans to tighten restrictions on 
U.S. nuclear m aterial and know-how 
abroad, and his running m ate Robert 
Dole Monday called Carter’s stand on 
the issue “downright frightening” in 
some respects. 
Ford flew to San Francisco after ac­ 
cepting the resignation of his controver­ 
sial Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz, 
whom he called a “close personal friend 
... decent ... good.” 
Butz acknowledged a ‘‘gross in­ 
discretion” in having repeated a crude 
racial joke, and said the resignation was 
his own idea and no pressure had been 
brought to bear from the White House. 
Carter, said by his staff to be off the 
defensive and with a psychological edge 
for the coming confrontation, flew to San 
Francisco by way of Denver, where he 
charged that the administration failed to 
act quickly to halt the spread of nuclear 
weapons in the world. 
He issued a statem ent calling Ford’s 
plan to curb nuclear proliferation by 
tightening contracts for nuclear fuel 
with some 30 overseas customers a 
“vague outline” that was a “last-minute, 
patched together attem pt to cover up the 
failure of the Republican leadership ..to 
deal w ith the sp read of n u clea r 
weapons.” 
And he said Ford was keeping details 
of the plan secret “ to avoid full discus­ 
sion and scrutiny during this week s 
debate.” 
___ 
C arter’s press secretary. Jody Powell, 
refused to discuss debate strategy, but 
he said Carter feels he has a psycholog­ 
ical edge in the second meeting. 
“We had a series of blows leading up to 
the first debate,” Powell said. “ It's the 
opposite now. They’re on the defensive 
— things like the economy, like Butz and 
the fact this campaign found its stride 
and our message is getting through.' 
But Ford’s spokesman Ron Nessen 
noted that Ford “ deals with foreign 
policy every day” and predicted: “The 
President is going to do well in the 
debate ” 
At the same time, he said, the Presi­ 
dent will have to take care because of the 
knowledge that everything he says in the 
debate will be “ weighed and viewed by 
foreign leaders as a statem ent of foreign 
policy.” 
He said “Carter, of course, doesn’t 
have that restraint so he can speak 
without affecting foreign policy.” 
Dole addressed a bankers’ group in 
Washington Monday and repeatedly 
ham m ered at w hat he called the 
“ weakness, uncertainty and confusion in 
Mr. Carter's position on defense and 
foreign policy m atters.” 
“Statecraft and mystery do not mix,” 
Dole said to stress the weakness of the 
Democratic ticket. 
Mondale, who had a long weekend of 
rest in Washington, opened a campaign 
swing in the Midwest today.

UNITED NATIONS (UPI i - Chinese 
Foreign Minister Chiao Kuan-hua, call­ 
ing the Soviet Union essentially feeble 
and accusing the United States of 
protecting its vested interests, said to­ 
day the Peking government would main­ 
tain Mao Tse-tung’s foreign policy 
In a General Assembly policy speech 
richly larded with quotations from the 
Chinese Communist leader who died last 
month, Chiao said that Europe was in 
greater danger since conclusion of the 
Helsinki security pact but that the future 
of Africa is bright if the Africans can 
resist the “ meddiing of the United States 
and the Soviet Union” . 
“Surveying the whole world,” Chiao 
said, “we see that there is great disorder 
under heaven and that the situation is ex­ 
cellent They way ahead is tortuous, but 
the future of mankind is bright... 
“China is still a developing socialist 
country. However great our future 
achievements in national construction, 
we will keep firmly in mind Chairman 
Mao's teaching always to be modest and 
never become arrogant, not even after a 
hundred years and never become cocky, 
not even after the 21st century.” 
British Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Crosland, in his first appearance before 
the A ssem bly, said th at sanctions 
against Rhodesia should be lifted as soon 
as an interim government is established 
in that African territory Then there 
would be no reason for Rhodesia’s isola­ 
tion, he said. 
“The handful of colonialists have been 
cornered in southern Africa,” Chiao 
said “The situation there is complicated 
owing to the meddling of the two super­ 
powers. But the long tempered African 
people are clear headed. They do not 
believe the nice words of imperialism 
and social-imperialism, nor are they in­ 
timidated by their bluster They will sur­ 
ely win their liberation by relying on 
their own armed struggle 


“The rivalry between the two super­ 
powers. the Soviet Union and the United 
States, extends to all parts of the globe. 
The United States has vested interests to 
protect around the world and the Soviet 
Union seeks expansion... 
“Some people are terrified at the men­ 
tion of the Soviet Union, thinking that it 
cannot be touched This is superstition. 
“Soviet social-imperialism is nothing 
to be afraid of. It is outwardly strong but 
inwardly weak Alienated from the peo­ 
ple. it is essentially feeble. It faces 
ec o no mi c d if fi cu lt i es and ever- 
sharpening class contradictions and con­ 
tradictions among its nationalities 
Carrying out expansion everywhere and 
committing all sorts of evils, it has 
alienated the people of the East Euro­ 
pean countries and of the world.”

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The 
largest security network in San Fran­ 
cisco’s history was in effect today for the 
dual visit of President Ford and Jimmy 
Carter 
A full one-fourth of the city’s police 
force went into action Monday when the 
candidates arrived at San Francisco 
International Airport within hours of 
each other 
“ A number of police officers will be 
working with the U S Secret Service to 
provide safety for both candidates." said 
Police Chief Charles Gain. “ There will 
be a rescheduling of some police days off 
and some overtim e.” 
The memory of two attem pts on 
Ford's life in San F rancisco and 
Sacramento in September 1975 was still 
painfully clear as police mapped out the 
security game plan last week. 


Sharpshooters 
overlooked every key 
overpass, underpass and intersection on 
the freeway route used by the two 
separate motorcades from the airport to 
the city. 


Ford was whisked to the home of a San 
Francisco attorney and Carter to the 
Sheraton Palace Hotel Both candidates 
planned to remain in near seclusion 
preparing for Wednesday night’s debate 
at the Palace of Fine Arts. 


Strict security measures were in effect 
outside the Pacific Heights mansion 
where Ford is a guest and the downtown 
hotel where Carter and his staff are stay­ 
ing. All packages arriving for both men 
were carefully checked for possible ex­ 
plosives. 


Police are also maintaining round-the- 
clock surveillance of the Palace of Fine 
Arts for any threats to Ford and Carter, 
who’ve been dubbed “The Blue One” and 
“The Green One” by police communica­ 
tions officers. 


Public defender 
debate continues

Debate about the operations 
of the public defender s office 
boiled up again Monday before 
the Board of Supervisors with 
Public Defender Glen Mowrer 
Jr. passionately defending his 
office and beseeching the super­ 
visors not to undermine it, and 
D istrict Attorney Stanley 
Roden explaining that his 
criticisms of the office recently 
were tempered with words ^'ex­ 
tolling" it. 
The controversy over the 
public defender office — 
generated as a result of the 
1975-’76 Grand Jury’s recom­ 
mendations that a study be 
made to determine if the 
county should return to the 
court-appointed defense at­ 
torney system — died out 
somewhat when the board 
called upon the protagonists to 
work together with law enforce­ 
ment agencies to reduce expen­ 
sive, time-wasting continua­ 
tions of criminal cases. 
Acting as liaison between the 
involved parties and the super­ 
visors will be Second District 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman, 
who will attend sessions with 
Third D istrict Supervisor 
James M. Slater, only attorney 
on the board. 
There were these other new 
developments: 
— Mowrer blasted the Grand 
Jury for coming out with a 
recommendation for a study of 
his office “ without talking with 
our office ... their facts were 
completely incorrect, and were 
based on a quick survey of the 
problem and complete mis­ 
understanding.” 


— Roden said there now ap­ 
pears to be a tightening up of 
the situation with fewer court 
case continuations as a result of 
recent publicity about court 
delayfc. Mowrer, sensing that 
Roden was referring to better 
performance by the public 
defender’s office since the 
Grand Ju ry rep o rt, said 
Roden’s statistics “ were 
meaningless’’ and could be in­ 
terpreted in a number of ways. 
— “ Quality and economy are 
the main issues,” 
declared 
Mowrer, saying the record 
shows his office is high in both 
categories. He said a court- 
appointed attorney system 
would be expensive by contrast, 
and 
Administrative Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson said he 
was inclined to agree based on 
what he had before him at this 
time. 


— By not authorizing an in 
depth study of the public 
defender’s office, the board ap­ 
parently put its faith in the pre­ 
sent system, pending the work­ 
ing out of common problems by 
Mowrer, Roden and other agen­ 
cies involved. 


— The attacks on the public 
defender system by Santa Bar­ 
bara Police Capt. Charles 
Thompson and others seemed 
to be “ largely a masked attack 
on effective representation of 
clients by that office,” the 
board was told by Edwin L. La- 
ing. president of the Santa Bar­ 
bara Chapter, American Civil 
Liberties Union. Santa Barbara 
attorney Robert M Carney also 
sent the board a letter giving a 
high rating to Mowrer’s office.

Pressure 
sought for 
VA clinic 


By DICK PRA U L 
Veterans’ organizations in 
the region will be asked by the 
county administration to “ put 
pressure” on the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration to make use of the 
County Hospital facilities in 
Goleta Valley for a needed out­ 
patient clinic that can be set up 
soon without major taxpayer 
expense. 
S u p e rv is o r R o b e rt E . 
Kallman said he felt such pres­ 
sure could cause the Veterans 
Administration to review its 
previous demand upon the 
county to furnish it with a 
multimillion 
dollar structure 
which would be at local tax­ 
payer expense now that the 
board has found it has no time 
left to apply for Federal public 
works money for such a 
project. 


Both Kallman and Auditor- 
Controller William L. Parsons 
said the present hospital 
facility has the space and staff 
to set up such a clinic without 
delay and contract with the VA 
for its operation. 


Otherwise, it was stated, any 
other alternative now in sight 
could be an expensive one and 
take two or more years to carry 
out. 


Veterans in the area now 
make about 25,000 visits a year 
to the nearest veterans’ out­ 
patient clinic at Saw telle, 
Kallman declared. 


The Veterans’ Administra­ 
tion officials’ plan has been to 
have the county furnish the VA 
with the relatively new County 
Health Building on the hospital 
grounds for clinic use. 


This would require not only 
rem odeling of the health 
building but remodeling of the 
current hospital administration 
structure to make room for the 
health department use. The 
cost could run up to $1.5 million 
or more for the county, said 
Kallman. 


Construction by the county of 
a new structure for clinic use 
would likewise be expensive for 
the county. 


Thus far. the VA has looked 
with no enthusiasm on the prac­ 
tical alternative of making use 
of the existing hospital building, 
which now has unused space 
due to decline of the patient 
load. 


VA outclinic use of the county 
hospital could be an asset in any 
campaign to keep the hospital 
going, in view of the fact that 
there have been discussions to 
have the county go out of the 
hospital business, due to financ­ 
ing problems. 


Before it was agreed to have 
veterans' groups pressure the 
VA, the board voted to approve 
an application for Federal 
public works funding to ex­ 
pedite the clinic project if it 
was felt such an application 
would be acceptable. 


Public 
works 
Director 
Norman Caldwell said he “ has 
our hands full now” in pushing 
applications for the Santa 
Maria welfare building project 
and Montecito Hall-Library 
project which would have fair 
chance for endorsement. 


Caldwell feels the county will 
be fortunate to get funds for 
two projects now that the coun­ 
ty's offer on behalf of renova­ 
tion of the Goleta Union School 
is being shelved.

SACRAM EN TO (U P I) -

reflect a U.S. Supreme Court 
court decision. 
Chavez made the request 
after the high court Monday up­ 
held a controversial state 
regulation requiring farmers to 
admit union organizers onto 
their property. Chavez applaud­ 
ed the ruling while growers 
called it a “ severe blow” to 
property rights of all citizens. 
Chavez, head of the United 
Farm Workers union, asked 
Ms. Eu to eliminate from the 
already printed voters pam­ 
phlet a statement by opponents 
of Prop 14 that the issue is still 
under challenge before the 
Supreme Court. 
“ We can’t let that stand 
because it’s contrary to the 
facts and it'll also hurt our 
chances on 14,” said Chavez, 
sponsor of the initiative. 
But a spokeswoman for Ms. 
Eu said that once a ballot argu­ 
ment is accepted by the 
secretary of state there is no 
legal way it can be modified 
She noted that most of the 
pamphlets already have been 
sent to voters. 
In a brief order, the high 
court dismissed the California 
growers' appeal of a state 
Supreme Court decision The 
justices said the appeal was 
rejected “ for want of a substan­ 
tial federal question.”

LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - 
Singer Pat Boone says John 
Dean accurately quoted the 
words that ended Earl Butz’s 
career as secretary of agricul­ 
ture. but said Butz was obvious­ 
ly joking 
It was in a conversation with 
Boone and Dean, replying to a 
question from Boone, that Butz 
made the remark about blacks 
that aroused w idespread 
protest and forced him to 
resign. 
Boone, known for his commit­ 
ment to fundamentalist reli­ 
gious standards, said he was 
“ stunned’’ by what he called 
the “ tasteless and offensive 
joke ” 
“ I shuddered at the time 
because I knew John Dean was 
writing a story for ‘Rolling 
Stone.” ' Boone told a reporter 
“ I imagine he (Butz) thought 
the story he told was unprin­ 
table ." 
Boone said Dean was not tak­ 
ing notes and did not appear to 
have a tape recorder but “ he 
quoted me and others ac­ 
curately.” 
Boone said that although the 
joke offended him personally, 
he felt it was not grounds for 
Butz's resignation Boone said 
he “ took it as a joke and not a

“ We are all guilty of telling 
offensive stories.”

The department said among 
the projects temporarily halted 
by the injunction are the 
proposed closure of the gap in I- 
5 between Sacramento and 
Stockton The bids for the es­ 
tim ated m illio n s in con­ 


struction were scheduled to be 
opened in December. 
But the teletype message 
said. “ In no way does this mean 
that all highway work will stop. 
Work by our own forces will 
continue; contracts for non- 
freeway work will be adver­ 
tised and awarded.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - On 
the eve of a presidential debate 
on foreign policy and national 
security, Jim m y Carter says he 
feels the Vladivostok accord 
allows deployment of too many 
missiles and strategic bombers 
on both sides. 
“ The Vladivostok levels are 
too high,” he said in his first 
detailed campaign statement 
on the arms control issue. 
But President Ford said the 
tentative agreement reached in 
Vladivostok nearly two years 
ago was preliminary to a per­ 
manent arms control agree­ 
ment still being negotiated, and 
that these SALT negotiations 
“ offer the best hope for sanity 
in super-power relations.” 
The statements by both can­ 
didates were in answer to ques­ 
tions from the Arms Control 
Association, a private disarma- 
m ent stu d y group, and 
published Monday. 
“ Despite the ballyhoo, the ad­ 
ministration has not been able 
to produce an acceptable agree- 
ment on the Vladivostok 
guidelines in two years of try­ 
ing, and there still appear to be 
important issues unresolved,” 
said Carter 
Whether to adopt a new ap­ 
proach to the negotiations or 
seek to im p le m e n t the 
Vladivostok ceilings “ and go on 
from there to agreements on 
reductions ...” is a “ judgment 
on negotiating policy that I 
would make only after careful 
review of where the talks stand 
in January 1977,” he said. 
The Vladivostok agreement 
of November 1974 between 
President Ford and Soviet 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev 
would allow the United States 
and Russia a mix of 2,400 
strategic bombers and missiles. 
Of these, 1.320 could be equip­ 
ped with multiple warheads. 
Subsequent negotiations have 
not yielded a final agreement 
and a deadline of October 1977 
hangs over the negotiations. 
President Ford gave this 
view of the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks (SALT) to the 
questionnaire: 
“ Those who argue that SALT 
talks jeopardize the security of 
the United States are badly 
mistaken. In Vladivostok we 
began negotiating an agree­ 
ment which, if successfully 
completed will place equal ceil­ 
ings on m issiles, heavy 
bombers, and multiheaded mis­ 
siles ... We are continuing the 
strategic arms limitation talks 
for the very good reason that 
these negotiations offer the best 
hope for sanity in super-power 
relations.” 


Views of the candidates on 
other points:

Carter — “ I would support a 
comprehensive test ban agree­ 
ment with the Soviet Union 
covering both weapons tests 
and so-called peaceful’ nuclear 
explosions The United States 
and the Soviet Union should

encourage all other countries to 
join.”

Report Butz held meetings 
on avoiding hiring blacks 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) -

The Times said the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture under Butz 
had the second worst record in 
the federal government for hir­ 
ing minorities. 
Quoting “ sources within the 
(Agriculture) Department and 
a recent study by the U.S. Civil 
Rights Com m ission,’’ the 
Times charged that under Butz 
the department had engaged in 
“ ignoring and in some cases 
circumventing federal laws 
designed to increase the em­ 
ployment of blacks and other 
racial minorities within the 
department.”

Hayakawa raps 
old hecklers 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
U.S. Senate candidate S I. 
Hayakawa says the campus 
hecklers who made him famous 
in the 1960s haven’t learned 
much. 
It was just like old times 
Monday when Hayakawa re­ 
turned to his old campus, where 
he fought student radicals as 
president of San Francisco 
State University in the 1960s. 
And once again, the GOP can­ 
didate met them on their own 
terms. 
“ Thank you,” said Hayaka­ 
wa. who is campaigning to un­ 
seat Democratic Sen. John Tun- 
ney 
“ You made me famous 
then and you will do it again.” 
Hayakawa, a semanticist, 
said the slogans shouted by the 
small group of demonstrators 
from the Progressive Labor 
Party were “ as stupid now as 
they used to be ” 


“ In two secret meetings in 
November, 1973, according to 
the sources, Butz met with 
directors of the Agriculture 
Department’s cooperative Ex­ 
tension Services from the seven 
states for the purpose of cir­ 
cumventing federal laws...” 
The federal-state extension 
services advise farm families, 
sponsor 4-H clubs and provide 
other services to rural resi­ 
dents. At the time, the services 


in seven states — Arkansas, 
Georgia, 
Illin o is, Kansas, 
Louisiana, Maryland and Texas 
— had been declared in viola­ 
tion of the Civil Rights act, the 
Times said. 
They faced loss of federal 
funds for allegedly maintaining 
racially segregated clubs, em­ 
ploying too few blacks in policy 
making positions and paying 
lower wages to blacks than to 
whites doing the same work.

storms’ cussed ness

They say everyone talks about the weather but no one does anything about it. 
But we’ve learned it’s important to do something about the weather when they 
predict upcoming thunder and lightning, hurricanes, tornadoes, floods and 
other upheavals by Mother Nature. 
We’re uprooted New Yorkers now living in Florida where frequent lightning 
storms are accepted as a normal way of life. And we know the name of all the 
girls used to identify the hurricanes building up out at sea because we’re in the 
path of many tropical storms. But we were reminded this isn’t localized when 
we visited our family this summer at Fire Island in New York, and promptly 
were evacuated by a visit there by Hurricane Belle. This made us quite aware 
that bad weather and its effect on people isn’t confined to one area. In some 
way or other it may hit all of us, on the coastlines and inland, and we should be 
prepared. 
We’re usually warned well in advance when a hurricane from sea or bad 
weather brewing on land will come along. Federal and local agencies offer free 
booklets listing advance preparations Or these precautions can be obtained 
from state or community Extension-Home Economics offices. Newspapers 
and radio offer advance warnings and suggestions for getting ready for storms 
and floods. 
For example, we know we should take in our terrace furniture, but it’s also 
advisable to leave one or two windows open an inch on the side of the house 
away from the direction where the wind is blowing. And to keep draperies 
drawn to help keep glass, especially in picture windows and doors, from being 
broken by the pressure generated. 
Let there Be Light! But it probably won’t come when you flip the switches or 
turn on the electric appliances. Because usually when the storm comes, out 
goes our electric current. 
If you’re not evacuated but ride out the storm in your home, the best way to 
keep in touch with what’s happening in the outside world is by radio. The fancy 
high-powered shortwave radios may bring in Hong Kong or Timbucktu when 
the sun is shining but won’t work when there’s no electric current. Have a 
small battery-operated transistor handy. But be sure you have a supply of new 
batteries available. And to know they are fresh for an emergency, tape the new 
batteries to the outside of the radio. Keep a small flashlight ready with new 
batteries also taped to the unit. But for general illumination when the electric 
lights don’t work buy Jewish Memorial candles at the supermarket. The tallow 
in what looks like ordinary water tumblers will burn for more than 24 hours. 
They’re better than ordinary candles because they won’t tip over, are easy to 
carry around in the saucers which protect the surface of a table they rest on 
and won’t blow out in a breeze. 
Although we haven't been bothered by a shutdown of our water supply, 
nevertheless, we fill up the bathroom tub and store bottles of water for drink­ 
ing in the refrigerator. Those lucky enough to use gas for cooking don’t have 
the problem of heating food which confronts us who have all-electric kitchens. 
To feed the inner man (and woman) we have to reach for the canned goods on 
the pantry shelves. However, the newfangled electric can openers won’t work. 
Buy one of the old-fashioned can openers — the kind you operate by puncturing 
a hole in the top of the can and then turn with handpower to get the lid off 
Unless someone wants to use a can of sterno for heating food there are enough 
things we can eat cold. Just imagine you’re having an outdoor picnic indoors. 
But down where we live we’re more concerned about lightning because it will 
strike suddenly when we are not prepared for it. 
The National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration suggests these 
procedures when caught in an electrical storm. First, when possible seek in­ 
door shelter. An automobile is a good place to be outdoors when lightning 
flashes Stay away from open water. Also keep away from wire fences, 
clotheslines, metal pipes, railings, tractors and other metal equipment. Drop 
your golf clubs and get far away from them. And never stand under a large tree 
which is a natural lightning rod And if you’re caught in the open with no chance 
of reaching shelter, the safety experts suggest dropping to your knees, bending 
forward and putting your hands on knees 
First aid should be given to those hit by lightning, with a priority to those who 
appear to be dead. Some who seem to have been killed might be revived. 
Everyone struck by a lightning bolt should get medical attention, even if they 
don’t seem to be hurt. There can be delayed and hidden effects 
It’s a sure thing that the sun always shines after a storm. But let’s take all 
the precautions and make all the preparations to be able to enjoy the good 
weather when the storms pass.

A long way from the Super Bowl

THE SCENIC Santa Ynez Valley was the backdrop for the Solvang Criterium and the 
Tour de Santa Ynez Saturday and Sunday. Some 200 riders from all over Southern 
California competed in the two annual events. Many records fell, and so did a rider or 
two. 


BLOOMINGTON, Minn. (UPI) — Pit­ 
tsburgh’s second straight Super Bowl 
victory this past January seems “four 
million miles and many mistakes” away, 
said Steelers’ Coach Chuck Noll follow­ 
ing his club's 17-6 nationally televised 
loss to the Minnesota Vikings Monday 
night. 
“It was a hell of a game,” said Noll, 
whose two-time defending National 
Football League champions turned the 
ball over six times to Minnesota in losing 
their third game in four starts. 
‘‘Our biggest problem is that the Super 
Bowl (victory over the Dallas Cowboys) 
is four million miles and many mistakes 
behind us and we’ve got to start winning 
again... 
Steeler quarterback Terry Bradshaw s 
passes were intercepted four times and 
two of Pittsburgh’s four fumbles were 
recovered by the Vikings, now 3-0-1 and 
atop the National Football Conference 
Central Division by half a game over 
Chicago. Pittsburgh’s loss put it two full 


games behind Cincinnati and Houston in 
the American Football Conference 
Central Division. 
Chuck Foreman rushed for 148 yards 
and two touchdowns in 27 carries, the 
best performance in his four-year 
career, while defensive back Nate Allen 
put on a spectacular defensive show for 
Minnesota. 
Foreman scored his first touchdown, 
of eight yards, 3:38 into the second 
quarter, seven plays after Allen in­ 
tercepted a Bradshaw pass and returned 
it four yards to the Pittsburgh 36.

MORGAN HILL, Calif. (UPI) - “It doesn’t seem that long ago ” said Don Larsen 
as he sat in his favorite family room chair with his feet propped up on a matching 
ha«snr*k “It seems as though it happened only yesterday. 
But it was 20 years ago Friday that Larsen, working effortlessly despite the built-in 
tension of World Series competition, pitched his perfect game against the Brooklyn 
Dodgers. 
Today, Larsen, no longer the let-the- 
good-times-roll playboy who more than 
once raised the ire of New York Yankees 
Manager Casey Stengel, is m iles 
removed from the scene of his greatest 
triumph but his accomplishment is in­ 
delibly etched in the annals of baseball 
history. 
“I guess people will never run out of 
questions about the game,” continued 
Larsen, now a sales representative for a 
paper company in nearby San Jose. “The 
questions are usually the same ones I’ve 
answered a thousand times before but I 
don’t mind them. I really don’t. 
“You know. What thoughts went 
through my mind before the last pitch? 
How I felt after I struck out Dale 
Mitchell? In a way, it’s strange how peo­ 
ple relate the game to themselves. Many 
people have told me what they were do­ 
ing or where they were on that day. It 
was a meaningful event to them.” 
He paused and pointed to a stack of 
envelopes on a nearby desk. 
“See that,” he said. "I still get letters 
asking for autographs. It’s a good feeling 
to be remembered. I like that.”

photographs—one which shows him 
throwing the final pitch of the game and 
the other of catcher Yogi Berra giving 
him a bear hug reception after the final 
out—and a 2-by-3 index card, signed 
them and flipped the pen back on the 
desk and slid the pictures alongside the 
envelopes. 
“I try to set aside a few minutes each 
day to take care of the requests,” he ad­ 
ded. “With the World Series approa­ 
ching, I get more than the usual number 
of requests around this time of the 
year.” 
But the overpowering effect of the 
perfect game in the late afternoon haze 
of cavernous Yankee Stadium—voted 
earlier this year as baseball’s most 
memorable moment in World Series and 
All-Star Game history—took Larsen 
back 20 years. 
“You know, I felt so weak that I 
thought I was going to faint,” he said of 
the few moments before the game’s final 
pitch. “I was shaking so much I had to 
turn around to face the outfield just to 
relax myself. Then I asked the Man Up­ 
stairs to help me get through. 
“It would have been a shame to mess it 
up then, wouldn’t it? 
“I guess I really felt the pressure after 
I got Campy (Roy Campanella) out in the 
ninth (for the second out). I was wonder­ 
ing who (Brooklyn Manager Walter) 
Alston was going to use to pinch hit. It 
probably was only a minute or two 
before I saw Mitchell grab a bat, but it 
seemed like an eternity. 
“The tension in the place was unreal. 
Then after Mitchell was called out by 
Babe Pinelli on that half-swing, I didn’t 
have much time to collect my thoughts. 
Later I remembered we still had to win 
one more game and I was kind of glad I 
wouldn’t have to pitch again in the 
series. I think it would have spoiled it if I 
had to.”

64,519—which at the end was so quiet the 
flags high atop the stadium could be 
heard fluttering—looked on. Uncounted 
millions watched on television and 
listened on radio. 
“I remember I mentioned it to Mickey

ning I had only two innings to go but he 
just walked away,” said Larsen, recall­ 
ing that he‘broke a taboo by mentioning 
no-hitter during the course of a game. 
“It was really quiet in the dugout—no 
kidding or stuff like that. It was kind of 
eerie. But what the heck, I knew I had a 
no-hitter going. I didn’t realize it was a 
perfect game, though. 
“Usually, Casey would tell me a few 
things, but that day he didn’t say a word. 
Yogi didn’t bother me either. He just 
called a whale of a game and I went with 
his judgment on every batter. I think I 
shook him off once just to try and con­ 
fuse the batter, but I stayed with him all 
the way.” 
The usually loquacious Berra, now a 
coach with the Yankees, admitted he 
kept silent through the entire game. 
After the last pitch, he recalled, “I just 
ran out to the mound and I think I said 
something like, ‘Great game, Don.’” 
Even today, Larsen is amazed he was 
able to pitch his masterpiece against the 
power-laden Dodgers. 
“That’s what still makes an impres­ 
sion on me,” he said. “The team I did it 
against. Everybody in the lineup could 
hit—(Jim) Gilliam, Pee Wee (Reese), 
Duke (Snider), Jackie (Robinson), Gil 
(Hodges), 
(Sandy) 
Amoros, 
(Carl) 
Furillo, Campy. My God, they were a 
powerful team. A couple of mistakes and 
it not only would have spoiled the perfect 
game but it very easily could have 
changed the outcome.” 
Larsen, reflecting back to the 2-0 vic­ 
tory, added, “Make no mistake about it, 
I’m very proud of the perfect game. But, 
you know, I still feel I was fortunate to 
play with the Yankees. If I had a better 
record two years earlier (3-21 with the 
St. Louis Browns), I probably wouldn't 
have been traded. 
“And it was my good luck to pitch in 
the World Series four out of the five 
years I was with the Yankees."

Ali can't quit; he needs the money 


Larsen still a hero 
20 years after gem

NEW YORK (UPI) — The kids of this generation 
probably never heard of Harry Lauder, but the old- 
timers certainly will remember him. He was an ab­ 
solutely delightful Scottish comedian and in one sense, 
anyway, he was the Muhammad Ali of his day. 
Tremendously popular with audiences everywhere, 
Lauder was forever retiring. He’d come over from 
Europe to tour this country every year and every year 
he’d announce this positively was to be his farewell 
tour. 
Year after year, Lauder did the same thing and it 
reached the point where every time he made that an­ 
nouncement it served only as a guarantee there would 
be another farewell tour the following year. 
Lauder was still making farewell appearances when 
he was 65 and although Muhammad Ali probably will 
quit before then, the way he’s going now, he makes you 
wonder a bit. 
I don’t know how you feel about it, but there isn’t the 
slightest question in my mind that AH will fight again. 
One of the key reasons is money. 
Ali always goes around telling everybody how many 
millions he has made, but he never bothers saying how 
many millions he has spent. He has over-extended 
himself financially and doesn’t have anywhere near as 
much as he thought. It has happened to all of those 
tremendous money-earners, Joe Louis, Jack Nicklaus 
and Hank Aaron. 
Wallace D. Muhammad, spiritual leader of the 
Black Muslim movement in the United States, let the 
cat out of the bag in Chicago Sunday by revealing Ali 
has discovered he doesn’t have anywhere near the 
money he thought he had. 
Another reason he’s going to change his mind and 
fight again is boredom. That’s Ali’s chief enemy. 
Let him sit around awhile and get a little bored doing 
nothing, and let’s see what happens? I can hear him 


now, announcing that “grand comeback” against the 
George Foreman-Ken Norton winner, proclaiming to 
everybody on earth that he’s going to be the first man 
in history ever to win the heavyweight title three dif­ 
ferent times. 
One of the ways he has found to alleviate some of the 
boredom is by announcing his retirement. 
In case you don’t remember, Ali announced his 
“retirement” for the first time on Feb. 3, 1970. That 
was after 2Mi years of enforced idleness because he 
refused to serve in the Army and couldn’t get a license 
to fight. 
That “retirement” lasted only seven months after 
which he announced he was returning to fight Jerry 
Quarry in Atlanta.

CHICAGO (UPI) — Heavyweight champion 
Muhammad Ali has been ordered not to spend any 
of the estimated $6 million he won in last Tues­ 
day’s fight with Ken Norton until disposition of his 
wife’s divorce suit. 
Cook County Circuit Court Judge Robert L. 
Hunter Friday included Ali’s fight proceeds in a 10- 
day restraining order, which forbids Ali from 
disposing or transferring any of his stocks and 
bonds. 
It was the third time Hunter has extended the 
restraining order. At the same time, he gave Ali an 
extension until Oct. 13 to answer the divorce suit 
filed by his wife of nine years, Khalilah Ali. 
The divorce suit alleged that Ali had promised to 
pay $100,000 to the NAACP and $300,000 to the Na­ 
tion of Islam religious group from his fight earn­ 
ings 


After flattening Quarry in three rounds, Ali met the 
late Oscar Bonavena in December that same year. He 
kayoed Bonavena in the 15th round but took a pretty 
good pounding before he was able to put away the 
Argentinian. 
“I’m sore, tired and I don’t wanna fight anymore,” 
he said after that one. He said he was going to retire. 
That made twice inside the same year Ali said he 
was going to quit. He was only 28 then and he’s 34 now 
but the idea of quitting always keeps coming back to 
him when he finds he has no other way of attracting at­ 
tention. His manager, Herbert Muhammad, recently 
told Ali to soft-pedal the retirement talk because 
nobody was paying any serious attention to him. When 
he was actually ready to retire, his manager told him, 
he should do it and get it over with. 
Ali acts largely on impulse, the same way he fights. 
He’s so impulsive, sometimes he surprises himself as 
he did with his latest retirement announcement in 
Istanbul last Friday. 
“I was surprised at what I said myself,” he said 
shortly after his announcement. “I didn’t know it 
would come so quick.” 
Even so, he left himself an out. He didn’t rule out 
“exhibitions,” and what else would you call some of 
the fights he has had the past two years? 
Jack Sharkey, the former heavyweight champ who 
also “retired” at one point in his career and then came 
back and fought again after 28 months, is convinced Ali 
will fight again. 
“What else can he do?” asks Sharkey. “Where is he 
going to earn that kind of money? When you’re the 
heavyweight champion of the world, you hate to lose 
that luster, that glory, that attention.” 
The type person he is, nobody would hate to lose it 
more than Muhammad Ali. He only talks about giving 
it all up. Talking about it is one thing; doing it is 
something entirely different.

A. They’re globs of “stickum” — which the receivers reach 
down for periodically and apply on their hands to get a better grip 
on balls thrown to them. Fred Biletnikoff of‘the Raiders was one 
of the pioneers in its use and swears by it. Quarterbacks are not so 
happy about the "stickum” because it tends to get on the ball and 
eventually makes it tougher for them to control — like throwing a 
glue-ball. 
Q. Could you tell me the salary in these four major league sports 
— NBA, NFL, NHL and baseball major leagues as of 1976? I un­ 
derstand the NBA is way ahead of the rest. — Joe Meyers, 
Marinette, Wis. 
A. You understand right. The pro basketballers are figured at 
6107,000 average annual wages.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey will undergo 
major surgery for possible 
cancer of bladder and doctors 
say he has a 50 per cent chance 
of being cured. 
The 65-year-old Minnesota 
D e m o c ra t w as “ re s tin g 
comfortably” today following a 
series of routine tests Monday, 
a spokesman the Memorial 
Sloan-Kettering Cancer Center 
in New York City said. His 
wife, Muriel, was with him 
when he was admitted. 
“In all probability it will 
mean total removal of the blad­ 
der,” Dr. Willet F Whitmore 
said. He told a news conference 
that preliminary indications 
are that the former vice presi­ 
dent has cancer of the bladder. 
Pinhead-sized tum ors on 
Humphrey’s bladder were first 
discovered in 1968. He under­ 
went a series of X-ray treat­ 
ments in 1973 and the tumors 
were removed, Whitmore said. 
"It looked very good in May,” 
the doctor said, "but sometime 
between May and now things 
took a turn for the worst.” 
Asked his opinion of the 
chances that Humphrey will be 
cured, Whitmore said, "Bear­ 
ing in mind that the majority of 
patients subjected to this opera­ 
tion are patients in whom lesser 
means of treatment failed to 
control the disease, I’d say 
probability of cure ranges in the 
50 per cent area.” 
Whitmore, chief attending 
surgeon in the h o sp ital’s 
urology division, said the 
senator has had routine check­ 
ups every six months. 
Whitmore said Humphrey has 
a malignant tumor in an area of 
the bladder "not amenable to 
simple removal” thus neces­ 
sitating the radical procedure.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
Senate subcommittee draft re­ 
port says President Ford’s 
form er campaign director, 
Howard "Bo” Callaway, used 
his position as Secretary of the 
Army to influence the Forest 
Service to permit expansion of 
a family-owned ski resort. 
A draft copy of a report by 
the Senate Subcommitte on En­ 
vironment and Land Resources 
was obtained by UPI. 
In the 132-page report ap­ 
proved 5 to 4 by the subcommit­ 
tee, the decision was blamed on 
improper pressure by Callaway 
or others on his behalf. 
The vote was divided along 
party lines, with the Republican 
minority declaring Callaway in­ 
nocent, and saying the panel 
and its chairman, Sen. Floyd 
Haskell, D-Colo., used the 
allegations for political pur­ 
poses. 
The majority report said cir­ 
cumstantial evidence indicates 
Callaway used improper in­ 
fluence to secure more govern­ 
ment land for expanding the 
Crested Butte, Colo., resort. 
The Forest Service initially 
recommended the ski resort 
operated by Callaway and his 


Backup systems 
told for debate 
NEW YORK (UPI) - CBS 
plans two backup systems for 
its pool coverage of the second 
C arter-F o rd p re sid e n tia l 
debate in order to avoid a 
technical failure like the one 
that kayoed the first debate for 
28 minutes.

brother-in-law not expand 
beyond the Crested Butte moun­ 
tain. But late in 1975, it agreed 
to make 2,000 acres of land on 
nearby Snodgrass Mountain 
available for expansion. 
The allegations of improper 
influence forced Callaway to 
resign as head of the President 
Ford Committee last winter. 
The Forest Service has since 
reopened hearings on the 
Crested Butte expansion. 
The report said the incident 
undermined public confidence 
in government decision making 
and called it "a sorry history of 
partiality and favoritism to­ 
ward one of their friends oc­ 
cupying a high position of public 
trust and responsibility in the 
federal government.” 
All witnesses at the subcom­ 
mittee’s hearings on Crested 
Butte last spring denied that 
Callaway's position had any­ 
thing to do with the decision 
favoring the expansion. 
But the report said the 
“ c o n c e rn e x p re s s e d in 
Washington may in fact have 
tipped the scales in favor of a 
recommendation in Secretary 
Callaway's interest.” 
A major factor in this finding 
was a July 3, 1975 meeting in 
Callaway's Pentagon office at­ 
tended by former Undersecre­ 
tary of Agriculture J. Phil 
Campbell, his deputy Richard 
Ashworth, and Rex Resler, 
deputy chief of the Forest Ser­ 
vice. 
The subcommittee said it was 
"not convinced" that Cal­ 
laway's only concern was to ex­ 
pedite a decision in the case and 
said he used the meeting "to 
press for a decision ... 
favorable to Crested Butte.” 
The report said "there is no 
doubt that Mr. Callaway par­ 
ticipated in events the natural 
and logical effect of which 
could only have been to create 
such pressure.” 


VAN NUYS, Calif. (UPI) - 
The federal government and 
private agencies and individu­ 
als should funnel their aid to 
hurricane-stricken 
Mexico 
through the California govern­ 
ment, Lt. Gov. Mervyn Dymal- 
ly said Monday on his return 
from Baja California. 
"I have just spoken to the 
White House and we are recom­ 
mending they provide aid to 
Mexico through the California 
Office of Em ergency Ser­ 
vices,” Dymally said. 
Dymally said he was told by 
Mexican officials during his 
two-day visit to La Paz, the 
capital of Baja California Sur 
that was devastated by hurri­ 
cane Liza, th a t the area 
sustained about $100 million 
damage. 
Dymally flew to La Paz with 
25,000 pounds of supplies aboard 
a California Air National Guard 
plane as the personal represen­ 
tative of President Ford and 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. He 
planned to report to Brown to­ 
day. 
Mexican authorities had con­ 
firmed more than 450 dead, he 
said, but estimated that many 
more had died. Just half an 
hour before he left, Dymally 
said, he was with a group that 
found "an automobile with 10 
bodies in it.” 
"As you walk through the 
area you can smell the remains 
of the dead. There are still peo­ 
ple buried in the sand.” 
He said he would recommend 
the United States contribute $25 
million to rebuild the city, 
funnelling the money through 
California. 
He said “The president and 
the governor of Baja California 
have requested that we contin­ 
ue to provide aid through the 
Commission of the Califor- 
nias,” made up of officials of 
American California and the 
two Mexican states, Northern 
and Southern Baja California. 
The Mexican federal govern­ 
ment traditionally refuses of­ 
fers of foreign aid. 
Dymally said private agen­ 
cies and individuals who wish to 
help should coordinate efforts 
through the state Office of 
Emergency Services and should 
by no means fly down in private 
planes. 
Those who wish to donate 
supplies should contact the 
Salvation Army and those who 
want to contribute money 
should get in touch with the Red 
Cross, he said. 
The basic needs of food and 
medicine for the survivors have 
been met, he said, and "what 
the people need now is building 
materials, kitchen utensils and 
sleeping m aterials."

Cyclamate 
hearing urged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ab­ 
bott Laboratories says it will 
request a “full hearing” on 
cyclamates, despite a new Food 
and Drug Administration ruling 
that the artificial sweetener is 
too dangerous to be allowed 
back on the market. 
Abbott originally developed 
and marketed cyclamate. It 
said after the FDA’s final rul­ 
ing Monday that it remains con­ 
vinced cyclamate does not 
cause cancer but is “safe and 
should be returned to the 
market.” 
The controversy over the ar­ 
tificial sweetener — once part 
of the American diet to the tune 
of $1 billion a year — has been 
on for seven years. 
In an effort to end it, the 
FDA, in a notice published in 
Monday's Federal Register, 
formally rejected a petition 
filed in November 1973 by Ab­ 
bott, citing “new studies from 
Europe, Japan and the United 
States ... that indicate no 
cancer-producing or other 
adverse effects (were found) 
from feeding even large quanti- 
ties of cy c la m a te or a 
cyclamate-saccharin combina­ 
tion in test animals.” 
FDA Commissioner Alexand­ 
er >! Schmidt refused to lift the 
ban, which was ordered in Oc­ 
tober 1969 and said: 
“After extensive study of the 
petition and other information, 
including consideration of a 
report evaluating all available 
data relating to the car­ 
cinogenicity of cyclamate by a 
group of experts ... empaneled 
by the National Cancer In­ 
stitute, the Commissioner of 
Food and Drugs has concluded 
that the data submitted in sup­ 
port of the petition do not es­ 
tablish that cyclamic acid, 
calcium cyclamate and sodium 
cyclamate are safe for their in­ 
tended use.” 


Cyclamate, first marketed in 
the 1950s. is about 30 times as 
sweet as refined sugar. It was 
widely used in foods, especially 
diet soft drinks. 


Saccharin, which is 350 times 
sweeter than sugar and which is 
also under investigation by the 
FDA, became the substitute ar­ 
tificial sweetener in place of 
cyclamate. 


The General Accounting Of­ 
fice recently attacked the FDA 
delay in deciding whether an 
impurity in saccharin is also a 
cancer causer. The agency has 
said it will not rule on the sac­ 
charin question until next year 
at the earliest.

WASHINGTON - It took Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger’s personal in­ 
tervention last week to overcome a con­ 
gressional effort to block the sale of 650 
Maverick air-to-ground missiles in Saudi 
Arabia. 
Not mentioned in the public discussion 
was that the Saudis will now be able to 
exchange missile fire 
with their two prin­ 
cipal rivals in the Mid­ 
dle East, Israel and 
Iran, w hich have 
already purchased 
M averick 
m issiles 
from th e U n ited 
S ta tes. C la ssified 
d ocu m en ts 
show , 
however, that the 
Saudis o r ig in a lly 
wanted 1,000 of these 
sophisticated missiles. 
A secret study by 
th e G e n e r a l 
A c­ 
counting Office also 
shows that the popular 
Maverick should be 
better suited for the 
sunny Middle East than for murky 
Europe. Nevertheless, the Pentagon has 
approved Maverick sales to our Euro­ 
pean allies. 
The Maverick air-to-ground missile is 
guided by tv sights, which function 
literally as the missile’s eyes. Weather 
and lighting, therefore, are important 
factors 
According to the secret GAO study, the 
Maverick’s “ vulnerability to enemy 
defenses could significantly affect (its) 
effectiveness in the European en­ 
vironment.’’ The missile, with its not- 
always-seeing tv eye, performed well in 
Europe. But the tests, according to the 
GAO. didn’t take into account the 
“operational suitability factors.” 
* 
Warned the study: ‘‘The overall suc­ 
cess of the Maverick system in Europe 
could be less than the success rate 
reported if these factors were con­ 
sidered.” * 
An emeny could be expected, for ex­ 
ample. to use smoke and smog to blind 
the Maverick’s tv eye But in West Ger­ 
many, where most of the tests were con­ 


ducted, there are regulations against 
smoking up the atmosphere. 
“The use of smoke as a counter­ 
measure,” notes the secret report, “was 
severely limited during this evaluation 
because German regulations prohibit its 
use when aircraft are overhead ” 
Because of German range restraints, 
the attacking missile-carrying planes 
were also obliged to conduct simulated 
strikes. Sensitive instruments recorded 
how effective the Maverick would have 
been against actual targets. 
Air Force officials assured the GAO 
that all factors had been assessed in 
previous tests and that the Maverick was' 
deadly against tanks, personnel carriers, 
parked planes and other ground targets. 
Footnote. The GAO report also was 
critical of the Pentagon’s paperwork in 
the handling of the Maverick program. 
SOUTHERN AFRICAN AGENT: Two 
prominent congressmen recently took up 
the cause of South Africa on the House 
floor without mentioning that part of 
their speeches were written word for 
word by a South African agent. 
One congressman didn’t even know it. 
Rep Philip Crane, R.-Ill., who is con­ 
sidered one of the brightest members of 
the House, said he thought the speech 
came from the conservative Republican 
Study Committee. 
The com m ittee got the speech, 
however, from Donald deKieffer, a 
registered foreign agent from South 
Africa. The committee pawned off the 
speech on Crane without saying where it 
came from. 
The second congressman, John Dent, 
D.-Pa.. admitted he knew deKieffer had 
prepared the speech. Dent explained that 
he was rushed and “wanted to get 
whatever canned heat I could get” into 
the debate. 
The two identical speech sections op­ 
posed a resolution that Rep. Stephen 
Solarz, D -N Y , had offered. It called 
upon the United States to deny recogni­ 
tion to Transkei, a vassal black state 
created by South Africa. 
DeKieffer conceded to us that he had 
written the key passages and passed it 
out for use on Capitol Hill. He also ad­ 
mitted that he had failed to label the 


material as coming from a foreign 
agent, which is required by law. He said 
both Republican Study Committee head 
Ed Feulner and Rep. Dent were already 
aware that he was a registered South 
African agent. 
Footnote: The South African embassy 
also passed out some of deKieffer’s 
material on Capitol Hill. We have 
learned that A S. Hoppenstein, an em­ 
bassy counselor, dropped off the data at 
strategic offices. 
WASHINGTON WHIRL. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger reported to Presi­ 
dent Ford after his return from Africa 
that he found black leaders far more 
moderate in private than in public. Ap­ 
parently, they feel they must sound mili­ 
tant in their public statements. Kis­ 
singer is pushing Rhodesia to accept a 
black prime minister, chosen by the 
heads of the surrounding black states, as 
soon as possible. The sooner this is done, 
he advised, the less likely it will be that 
Russia will interfere with Rhodesia. 
— President Ford has been calling for 
the defeat of the Democrats in Congress. 
But at a closed-door meeting with con­ 
gressional leaders last week, he wished 
them "a good election” and told them: 
“Hopefully I’ll see you back in January.” 
— House Speaker Carl Albert pushed 
hard behind the scenes to get the House 
out on time. He told President Ford at a 
closed leadership meeting: “We’re not 
going to be bogged down by unimportant 
bills."

McGovern, the 1972 
Democratic presidential candidate, in 
introducing a food stamp reform act that 
is before the present congress with little 
likelihood of passage. 
One of the valued contributions of the 
Dole-McGovern proposal was an exten­ 
sive inquiry into the program using data 
and conclusions supplied by the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 
In sweeping aside the barrage of 
rumors about cheaters and chiselers, the 
thrust of the report was well summed 
up by Sen. Charles H. Percy (R.-H1.): 
“This report allows the data from the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture and the 
House Agriculture Committee food 
stamp studies to speak for themselves. 
The figures clearly debunk the myth that 
the food stamp program is a rip-off 
haven for students, strikers, the non­ 
poor and cheats. The overwhelming 
majority of food stamp recipients have 
incomes below the poverty line ($5,000 a 
year). Of all food stamp households 1.1 
per cent earn more than $10,000 a year. 
Students are 1.3 per cent of all food 
stamp beneficiaries. 
“Most important, program complexity 
rather than fraud is the culprit behind 
high certification and stamp distribution 
error rates. The complicated formula of 
itemized deductions that determine net 
income and food stamp eligibility is an 
administrative nightmare ... USDA es­ 
timated actual recipient fraud at no 
more than 1 per cent.” 
At times, and the food stamp con­ 
troversy is one of them, the players on 
the same side of the board seem to be 
working at cross purposes. President 
Ford proposed a drastic change in 
regulations that would have resulted in 
eliminating 4.5 million of those currently 


receiving food stamps and reducing the 
benefits to another four or five million. 
Action was taken immediately in 
Federal court to enjoin the Department 
of Agriculture from putting the new 
regulations into effect. As an indication 
of the range of support for the program, 
it was a case with few precedents. 
Nearly 150 groups enlisted in the move 
to block the regulatons that came from 
the White House. This included 22 
religious groups, 26 states, 53 trade un­ 
ions and 34 civic and consumer groups, 
among them the U.S. Conference of 
Mayors and the League of Women 
Voters, which rarely takes such legal 
stands. The court found for the 
enjoiners. 
Dole brought up the move he had made 
with McGovern to revamp the food 
stamp program. He suggested that this 
had resulted in a saving of $300 million. 
Actually the cost of the program has 
dropped approximately $1.5 billion. This 
is attributed almost entirely to the 
decline in unemployment. In submitting 
the report of his committee on nutrition 
McGovern quoted his partner Dole as 
saying: 
“That the program should grow at a 
rapid pace during a period of economic 


decline is not, in and of itself, objec­ 
tionable. For it is programs like food 
stamps, unemployment compensation, 
and other public assistance efforts which 
help cushion the effects of the recession 
on those unfortunate enough to be 
without the means to support themselves 
and their families.” 
That hardly sounds like the Dole hop- 
scotching around the country denouncing 
the Democrats as big spenders with the 
Carter-Mondale ticket as exhibit No. 1. 
Both President Ford and his vice 
presidential candidate are stressing the 
economic recovery, which is a shrewd 
tactic. But with 7.9 per cent of the work 
force still without jobs, according to the 
latest report, it is hardly the moment to 
start cutting away at the cushion Dole 
talked about. 
In his introduction to the report, 
McGovern pointed to the economic 
benefits of the stamp program as 
reported by the agriculture department. 
It increased business receipts in 10 sec- 
1 tors of the economy with the greatest im­ 
pact in agriculture, food processing and 
food trade. 
The report is a sound move to take this 
vital food supplement out of the land of 
myth and rumor.

The building that now serves as Lom­ 
poc’s City Hall was purchased originally 
to be a recreation center. 
Following last Tuesday night's deci­ 
sion by the Lompoc City Council, en­ 
dorsed by two commissions, a board and 
a committee, to proceed with the con­ 
cept of building a new city hall in 
Floresta Park, City 
Administrator Gene L. 
Wahlers commented: 
"Finally we may get 
to use it for what we 
bought it for.” 
Wahlers produced a 
copy of a clipping 
from the Lom poc 
Record of June 5,1947, 
which detailed the ac­ 
tion of the council on 
June 3 in deciding to 
buy the building from 
the federal govern­ 
ment for $20,000. 
The building had 
been used as a USO 
during the war years, 
but with the conclu­ 
sion of World War II and a reduction in 
the armed forces stationed here, it fell 
into virtual disuse as a center for enter­ 
tainment and relaxation for military per­ 
sonnel. 
At the meeting of June 3, 1947, the 
city’s option to buy the building had only 
five days to run.
